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WHOIS “THE EDUCATED AMERICAN. 


In the last years of the nineteenth century, there 





was strong reaction among many from the Ameri- 
ean idea of education: “The American idea,” as it 
liffers from all others, is that every one ought to 
be “put in possession of the keys of all knowledge.” 
During the period of reaction we had a “recrudes- 
ence” of the idea that if all are educated, no one 
will be left to do the coarse, hard and “dirty work.” 

We are thrusting this to one side again with all 
that goes with it. A striking coincidence of the 
week illustrates the scope of the effort to develop 
American intellect to its highest possibility of effi- 
ciency. Just as the announcement was made from 
[thaca that the American Classical School at Rome 
had been endowed, Prof. Calvin M. Woodward was 
leaving St. Louis for New Orleans to preside over 
the annual session of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. | 

This significant recognition of his ideas of what 
it ought to mean to be a “highly educated Ameri- 
can” seems to controvert the idea Ithaca advances 
in making a full knowledge of the civilization of 
the world’s past a requisite of complete education. 
There real contradiction, however, between 
the two ideas. As he defined his theories of educa- 
tion in a recent number of the Outlook, Prof. Wood- 
ward, as the founder of manual training, seeks to 
educate the brain to its fullest development for the 
control of the body and of the world. He does not 
wish to make the mere manufacturing of products 
an end. He seeks to make the brain a power capable 
of bringing its forces to focus at once for the mas- 
tery of every difficulty which presents itself. 

To this central point of success, all the different 
roads which lead to real education come at last. 
The intimate knowledge of the world’s past, through 
two to four thousand years of its history, gives the 
The like high power may come

brain high power. 
from learning to think out all that has come from 
the progress of all the centuries to make a steam en- 
gine possible. The man who can “think a steam en- 
gine” or an electric motor, first in all its parts and 
then with-all its parts assembled, is an educated 
American, as truly educated as if he knew all the 
principal ancient and modern languages and all 
that goes with them. But this does not unfit him 
for learning how the present developed out of the 
past, or for seeing from the experience of the 
past what must be the inevitable result of the at- 
tempt to modernize ancient mistakes as modes of 
present progress. Nor does this knowledge unfit 
anyone for learning all there is to be learned of the 
methods of modern activities. 

The educated American of the twentieth century 
will be educated for efficiency. If he knows bet- 
ter, he must do better, He must show not only 
that he can reach the right end, but that he can 
reach it in the right way, the only way which can 
make his results permanent. If what he thinks is 
his education makes him inefficient, it is proof only 
that he is mistaken in thinking himself educated. 
Whether he studies three thousand years of history 
or atudies the electric motor, the proof of his ed- 
ucation comes when, in his dewings with other men, 
he shows wlat he is. If such education as he has 
leads him to mere self-seeking, to the attempt to 
dominate, subdue, subjugate or exploit others, he 
is a fai'ure and a barbarian. [f he rises above tne 
spirit of domination and servility to serviceability ; 
if he vses all he knows for better work, iilustrat- 
ing not only his own possibilities, but the possibili- 
ties of ull men, then he iv an “educated American,” 
civilized enough to be fit to live in the twentieth 
century.

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Over the Jordan by Rail—Smallpox Yields to Fresh Air—Water Power in South 
Africa—Butter Made in a Minute—Corpses Preserved in Glass— 
Uncle Sam Guards the Smokers—Japan Rich in Sulphur. 


VICTORIA FALLS AND ITS POWER. 
The African Concessions syndicate has been in 
consultation with the leading American and conti!- 
nental engineers and experts on the subject of the 


transmission of power from the Victoria Falls to 


the Witwatersrand: These authorities. have unani- 
mously expressed the opinion that the scheme is not 
only feasible, but would be commercially. successful, 
especially as the climate of South Africa is one 
the most suitable in the world for the transmission 
of power. 
with the working of the turbines, and no snow to 
break down the transmission lines. The extreme 
dryness of the climate is also greatly in favor of the 
project. The experts consider that there is abso- 
lutely no difficulty in the way of the scheme so far 
as the distance of transmission is concerned. With 
reference to statement that the volume of water in 
the falls ts not sufficient to produce the netesary 
power, it is pointed out that even in the driest season 
yet experienced, there is sufficient water to produce 
900,000 horsepower, while at present the Rand only 
consumes some 150,000 horsepower. At the falls there 
is an available head of about 330 feet, and if more 
than 500,000 horsepower were needed ft could easily be 
obtained by cutting a canal, 15 to 20 miles in length, 
to a point lower down, where there would be a head 
of 1000 feet, which would be sufficient to produce l,- 
000,000 horsepower. 





RAILWAYS OVER THE JORDAN. 

"The latest railway improvement in Palestine is a 
line from Hatfa across the plains of Hsdraelon east 
of the Jordan to Dar’a, there to join the Hedjaz rail- 
way now being constructed for the conveyance of 
pilgrims between Damascus and Mecca. 

This Haifa line is still a long way from completion, 
but when actually opened for traffic it will offer no 
advantage over the present drive by road to those 
who visit Galilee from the middle port. 

The track passes some distance south of Nazareth, 
between which city and it there is no road for car- 
riages. It does not go anywhere near Cana, which 
most travelers desire to visit, and its nearest station 
to Tiberias is Sammach, at the southeastern end of 
the lake. It is necessary to take row boats, occupy- 
ing from one and a half to three hours according to 
the weather—a somewhat risky connection on such 
fickle waters as the sea of Galilee. 

The fact is, that this line, like the Hedjaz line, o 
which it is a branch, was never planned by the Turk- 
ish government with a view of affording facilities to 
tourists, but to compete with the French Damascus- 
Beyrout line in the conveyance of mefchandise and 


grain. 
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DEAD PUT IN GLASS CASE. 

“Auto preservation” is the name which ‘Sig. Ver- 
célloni, an Italian doctor, has given to a discovery 
that preserves the human body without the use of 
ordinary methods of embalming. 

‘There is no necessity to touch the body at all, 
much less to dissect it,”” explains the doctor. ‘‘The 
old method, which is an expensive cne, is entirely 
done away with. No unctions or wrappings are used. 

“The body is simply placed in a zinc coffin, which is 
laid inside an ordinary wooden coffin, and between 
the two a patent powder mixture is prinkled, which 
preserves every feature of the body, and especially 
of the face, exactly as it was at death. Viewed 
through a glass lid, there fis nothing revoiting in its 
appearance, the person appearing as though in a 
peaceful sleep.”’

| OPEN-AIR TREATMENT FOR SMALLPOX. 
The open-air treatment has aleo been successfully 
applied to smallpox cases. The health officer of 
Nottingham, England, recently reported as follows: 
“The uniform practice of nursing all serious cases 
singly in bell tents with open sides, {. e., practically 
in the open air, has been adopted with the best re- 
sults. AlJl cases so treated made a rapid recovery 
with a minimum of septic complications. ‘In addition 
to the advantage to the individuals themselves there 
is the palpable advantage to other patients in hos- 
pital with them of being out of reach of the poisonous 
emanationg from their bodies during the acute stage 
of their attacks. The progress of the cases so treated 
has been so much more satisfactory than that of 
those nursed in the wards that patients lately ad- 
mitted to hospital have often asked, on the strength 
of what they had heard outside, to be nursed in the 
open air rather than in the hospital wards.”’ 


BUTTER IN SIXTY SECONDS. 

Another novelty In machines dealing with food—and 
this latter is to be seen at the dairy show at the 
Agricultural Hall !n London—is a churn which makes 
butter in 60 seconds. The machine ts so handy that 
it might very well be placed on the tea table as an 
accessory to the cups and teapot, and yet not look 
out of place. Given the requisite amount of cream, 
with a- temperature of @ degrees, butter can be 
made at any time when desired. The “Empire” churn 
does not even need a special vessel for holding the 
cream. The cream is placed in the vessel so that 
the ‘‘dasher’’ is In the center, and about one and a 
half inches below: the surface. The ‘handle is then 
turned slowty for a few seconds, and then at a good 
speed, and within one minute butter Is formed. If 
some fresh cold water be poured in and the handle 
turned slowly two or three times, the butter is ready 
for washing and making up. The “Eureka” is a 
second machine of this kind, and it also makes but- 
ter from cream in §& seconds. 


TESTING CIGARS. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson has introduced into 
his department a machine for smoking cigars. It is 
of glass, devoid of gastric equipment, wholly without 
nerves, and all cigars seem to look alike to it. It 
has no face to show pallor nor stomach to rebel, 
and nicotine in its most virulent form possesses for 
it no terrors. 

‘Mr. Wilson’s purpose is to test the value of cigars 
that are suspected of such degraded composition as 
to be homicidal in tendency. He can ascertain their 
percentage of potency by chemical process rather 
than by calling in the doctor to diagnosticate symp- 
toms. If they contain foreign substances, as might 
be swept up from the floor of a factory, these will 
be subject to analysis. The machine is competent to 
deal with cabbage wrapper and hay filler. It fears 
neither rubber, hair, rags nor other incidentals of 
careless cigar construction. 











SULPHUR IN JAPAN. 


Look in Japan for good sulphur. The yield of sul- 
phur from Japanese ore is probably the highest in 
the world. It reaches 530 per cent In the north, where 
ore of less than 38 per cent ts rejectéd. In Sicily 20 
per cent ore is considered workable. Japan’s output 
has grown from 10,000 tons in 1900 to above 20,000 
tons in 1904, and is likely to grow still further. Do- 
mestic consumption takes only a quarter of the out- 
put, the consuming industries being the manufacture 
of matches, for which thére_are numerous plants, 
of explosives, and of chemicals. Exports amount to 
14.000 or 15,000 tons per year, the western coast of 
the United States and Australia being the largest 
consumers. The process of extraction is still priml- 





tive, and in northern Japan snow interrupts activities 
for five months every year. 
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COLLEGE GIRLS WEST AND EAST. 

Prof. Magee has tabulated the physical vigor of 
the feminine student of the University of Calffornia, 
and finds that she is not only taller, but stronger 
and heavier than the Kastern gir] of the same age. 

“Comparing the measurements of the average Uni- 
versity of California girl student with those taken 
at Wellesley.”’ declares Prof. Mages, ‘‘we find that 
the native California girl surpasses her Eastern sister 
in the matter of general symmetrical dévelopment. 
It is agreed that the climate is more responsible than 
any other factor in bringing about these results. 
California girls indulge in much more outdoor ex- 
ercise than those of the Eastern States. The Welles- 
ley girl’s strength fs rated at 200.6 pounde; that of 
the California girl at 341.6 pounds. The Raphael 
standard type of womanhood would have 2 lung 
capacity of 159.8 cubic inches; her height being 5 
feet 5 inches. The California girl, whose average 
height is neariy two inches less, has a lung capacity 
of precisely the same volume, which is about 10 
cubic inches more than the lung capacity of the 
Wellesley girl.”’

Missing from the list theatric is straight comedy and high tragedy, the 
elder children of the dramatic Muse. The others dave come into being since 
their time, somewhat crowding them back into the wings—and lo! from the 
very heart of the stage rises the cry of Miss Olga Nethersole in protest! It 
is apparently an earnest cry, vibrant with feeling, tense with artistic forebod- 
ing of evil, the cry of a footlight sybil seeing harm come to the gods of her 


adoration. 

“In the twentieth century,’ says Miss 
Hare, the veteran English actor-manager, 
very existence.”’ : 

And then she goes on to picture the fight—a sorry melee, indeed, with a 
noble quarry pulled down by an ignoble pack. The play-going, Anglo-Saxon 
world has grown childishly tfivial, this great English actress declares in ef- 
fect, demanding the food of the nursery for its comforting, unable or unwilling 
to feed on stronger meat, and the result is a heartbreaking condition of 
things. ‘“‘Such a state is deplorable,’’ says Miss Nethersole, “and will bring

Shall We Return to Sertous Drama? 


Ynat doesn’t sound much like a Happy New Year greeting. 

What are we going to do about it? The first day of January is the time 
for the turning over of new leaves. We torswear drinking, we forswear smok- 
ing, we forswear many dear little vices at such season—shall we forswear 
“frivoling’’ with things dramatic? The situation, thouy, serious, seems to be 
simple. We can get what we want on the stage, there’s no manner of doubt 
on that score, fer the producers of plays lie awake o’ nights trying to figure 
oul what we want, so that they can give it io us. Therefore, in the final 
analysis, whatever blame there is rests upon playgoers themselves. 

I put it up to you, kind reader, for purposes of meditation at this abjuring 
time. The blending of Miss Nethersole’s lament with the carillon of the 
New Year's bells put it up to me. Personally, I like a good, straight play, 
telling a story, tragic or comic, in reasonable fashiun, just as such a story 
might happen in real life. But 1 am only one of many thousands, and I don’t 
pretend to know what the thousands want. 

Is it a return to sincere drama? We'll have to wait and see. 

In the meantime there’s sincerity in more than one of this week’s local o/- 
ferings. I hail Mme. Kalich in ““Monna Vanna” as .genuinely worthy, and ]! 
@m curious to see the Maeterlinck play that caused so much New York dis- 
cussion. It isn’t often that Maeterlinck is purveyed to the general playgoine 
pubiie hr this country, and even less rare is the appearance of such a dramat- 
is genius as Kalich herself is credited with being. If she’s really an artistic 
sister of Rachel and Bernhardt, having that same infusion of Jewish blood 
in her veins which is necessary, Du Maurier tells us, to the highest achieve- 
ment in art—well, the first week of 1906 may become memorable in St. Louis 
theatrical annals. 

And, speaking of Du Maurier, we have ‘Svengali’ Lackaye at the Century 
this week, remember. Not in ‘‘Trilby,” it is true, save at the Wednesday 
matinee, in response to urgent local insistence—but tn ‘’‘The Pit,”’ the medium 
of his great success of last season. And “The Pit” is a big, virile, character- 
istic American play, full of native power and symbolizing d good deal of the 
American spirit. There would be scant excuse for bewailing the poverty of 
our draina if we had many plays like it. As for “Trilby’’ itself—well, as far 
as I'm concerned, I shall go to see it again with keen delight. The Svengali 
af Wilton Lackaye—the role that made him famous—is a great piece of weird 
sharacter work and in fine dramatic Cuntrast to his Curtis Jadwin in “The 
’ The stretch of the gamut between the two is simply amazing.

Speaking also of Bernhardt, whom we'll see here just two months from 
tomorrow, I take occasion to lift my hat to that great Frenchwoman as a 
business genius of the first order. Fought with intense bitterness by the the- 
atrical trust from the moment she put her foot on American soil for the pres- 
ent tour, the indomitable Sarah proceeds to fight back with brilliant effect. Her 
scheme to appear throughout the South in a big circus tent because of the 
syndicate’s shutting against her the doors of all theaters under their influ- 
ence is a genuine inspiration. If she finds it necessary as a last resort you'll 
see the most impressive Bernhardt ‘‘swing around the circle’ yet known to 
stage history, for the American people love a ‘“‘trust-buster’’ with almost pas- 
sionate adoration—and Sarah in the role, under a circus tent, will be simply 
irresistible. Now, too, she strengthens herself in the part by appealing to the 
Wrench ambassador fo unfurl the stand dard of France in the field where she 
is to grapple with the trust octopus. 


O, incomparable Sarah! Paragon of advertisers! 

In this matter of timely advertising, by the way, subtle temptations beset 
the paths of stars and their managers. I’m told, for instance, that it was 
urged upon Mme. Kalich’s management that they could pack the house at 
every performance by originating a discussion as to whether or not Monna 
Vanna is actually nude, save for a long cloak, when she visits the tent of the 
General besieging her native town in accepting his promise to spare the lives 
of the conquered garrison if she will come to him naked. “Leave that main 
pojnt still in doubt,” it was explained, “and the theaters can’t hold the people 
who'll flock to see the play." 

I’m glad that Mr. Harrison Gray Fiske saw fit to decline this proposition. For, 
after all, it isn’t the lack of apparel Of Monna Vanna that is to be considered 
jwa consideration of Mme. Kalich and the Maeterlinck drama—it’s the worthi-

Besides, I don't believe that American playgoers rise to such a bait—they 
are clean in thought, asking for clean things theatric. Look how ‘‘Way Down 
Hast’’ crowded the Century last week, drawing the biggest Wednesday matinee 
of the season and filling the house steadily. Just a pure, sweet story of native 
life, truthfully told and sanely present ed—and it has made $1,000,000 during its 
five or six years of existence, seeing many an unhealthy and immoral play 
come to grief meanwhile.

Taylor assumed the title of 
which was taken at that time 
by every man who challenged for the 
belt. Tiaylor was a strong, hearty fel- 
low, a shifty fighter, a great stayer and 
a wonderful man to cross buttock and 
throw an opponent. Like Figg, he was 
also a swordsman. He bought Figg 
booth in Tottenham Court Lane and fol- 
lowed him in the show business. He ad- 
vertised for men to box and play at 
swords, offering them two-thirds of the 
gate money, of which one-third went to 
the losers and two-thirds to the winner, 
Taylor keeping his third out. Brough- 
ton, the Waterman, who is really the 
Father of the Prize Ring and inventor 
of the boxing glove; Boswell, Stevenson, 
Buckhorse, a renowned fighter; Small- 
wood. Pipes and Gretting and many oth- 
ers boxed and fenced at his place just 
as they did under Figg. 

Broughton fought Stevenson in this 
famous booth. 3oswell was a SyYPSY, 
clever and, like most clever fighters, de- 
ficient in pluck. Boswell had a great 
left, but Taylor would not let him land 
and he quit. 

Taylor, a good manager, beat many in- 
ferior men. He met the famous Jack 
Slack, afterwards champion by his de- 
feat of Broughton, and beat him to a 
standstill in 30 minutes. Slack was | ~ 
young and green then and did not do as w iez \ 
well as he did when he learned a little — = AS 
abcut fighting. ; 

After Taylor had retired and kept an 
inn at Deptford for three years, Tom 
Faulkner, known as The Cricketer, 
brought him forth with a challenge.

JACK BROUGHTON, 1734-1750. 

Jack Broughton was .unquestionably | 
the first of the great fighters and found- 
er of the modern art of self-defense 
and inventor of the boxing glove. He 
paid more attention to boxing and less 
to fencing, than Figg and Soe and 
was a man of good habits and Charac- 
ter. It was Broughton who introduced |]... ' a a ee

James Figg, the first champion of the 
English and all other prize rings, was a 
native of Thane, Oxfordshire. A man of 
great size, he weighed 210 pounds, he 
was slow and awkward compared with 
the pugilists of the present day. At the 

* time, 1720, nothing was known of the art 
of retreating or dodging from side to 
side in fighting. It was wade in, hit and 
block. The heaviest hitter and most 
courageous man usually won. 

Figg was a swordsman as well as a 
boxer and taught fencing with foil and 
single stick. He was rather a fencing 
master and teacher of boxing than a 
pugilist. Still, he could fight some. He 
could stop and parry or block well, and 
was aman of great resolution and 
courage. He was held in favor by ar- 
tists and gentlemen. Hogarth’'s famous 
picture of Southwark Fair shows Figg 
and his boxing booth prominently. He 
ig also mentioned by Sterne, Steele, Ad- 
dison and other famous writers of the 
time. 

Figg had few opponents for the cham- 
pionshiy honors. Ned Sutton, the Grave. 
send pipemaker, fought him thrice, win- 
ning once. No other men of his day 
approached him. In December, 1734, Figg 
died. Of him his favorite pupil, Capt. 
Godfrey, says in his Treatise on the Use- 
ful Art of Self-Defense: “In Figg 
atrength,. resolution and unparalleled 
judgment combined to form a matchless 
master. 

“There was a majesty in his counten- 
ance and blazed in all his actions be- 
yond all I ever saw. His right leg, 
bold and firm, and his left, which could 
hardly ever be disturbed, gave him a 
surprising advantage and struck his ad- 
versary with despair and panic.” 

TOM PIPES AND GEORGE GRET- 

TING—17%4-1734. 

Two pugilists who followed Figg claim 
notice as champions. Tom Pipes was a 
Very neat and skiliful boxer, a hard 
hitter, but not physically strong. Gret- 
ting was his great antagonistic. They 
fought many’ times, each winning alter- 
nately. Gretting was a solar plexus 
fighter—it was then known as the mark, 
though Fitzsimmons was given credit 
of discovering a new blow when he beat 
Corbett with it in 1897—while Pipes was 
a face hitter. Gretting was a clever 
boxer and much stronger than Pipes, 
but the latter was by far the gamer 
man and really a better stayer. De- 
bauchery and drink caused the early de- 
mise of both the men who followed 
Figg in the championship.

Of course, Caruthers’ greatest days 
were spent with the old St. Louis 
Browns, who won the pennant in the 
old American Association four years in 
succession, thus acquiring the title, 
“The Four-Time Winners.’’ Chris Von 
der Ahe was president and chief owner 
of the team and Charley Comiskey 
captain and manager, holding down his 
place at first base. Arlie Latham, who 
was uinpiring in the South Atlantic 
League in 190, was on third and teach- 
ing posterity how to run bases and 
couch. Bill Gleason was at short, Tip 
U Neill in left, Curtis Welch in center, 
Hugh Nicol, ‘Little Nick,” in right, 
Robinson on secund, Jack Boyle and 
Doc Bushong behind the bat, with 
Long Dave Foutz and Charley King to 
help out Caruthers In the box. This 
was the team in its palmiest days. Von 
der Alie did not believe in keeping a 
large staff of pitchers and catchers, es- 
pecially when he had such men as 
those named.

Bobby Caruthers, now merely a West- 
ern League umpire, once famed far and 
wide as one of the greatest players 


the profession ever knew, could, if he 
wanted to and was not so modest, boast 
of at least two distinctive and unparal- 
leled achievements in the course of his 
great career as a pitcher—or even more, 
a ballplayer, for Bobby could do for 
more than simply pitch. He holds the 
highest batting record of any pitcher in 
the business.

BERLIN, Dec. 30.—Osear Wilde’s fa- 
mous “Salome” has been turned into an 
opera by Ricnard Strauss, and the re- 
sult was a@ musical sensation on the 
stage of the Court Opera House at 
Dresden and «# breach between the 
econiposer and the emperor. The theater 
was filled with actors, singers and the- 
utrical managers from every civillzed 
land. 

Wildc’s text has been 
fhroughout; nothing that 
objectiun to the original drama has 
been omitted in the opera—it is the 
story of Oriental voluptuousness, Sa~- 
lome is the same beautiful tigress, the 
play presents the same tetrarch and 
the same weak voluptuary, while John 
the Baptist is the same wild, stern fig- 
ure. 

But what shall be said of the music? 
Is it the music of the future? Is the 
music of the composer of ‘‘Salome’’ to 
replace “Tannhauser” and “Lohen- 
grin ?°° 

“Salome” subordinates the music on 
the stage to that of the orchestra. Dur- 
ing the entire opera—it has only one 
act of about an hour and a half dura- 
tion—the singers are singing in dumb 
show. their voices unheard above the 
wild singing of the orchestra. “Is it 
opera gone mad?” Ask the critics.

Extravagant sums are necessary for 
scenery, dress and decorations. “Sa- 
lome’’ is impossible to save in some Six 
or seven of the greatest and wealthiest 
opera houses. The Dresden orchestra 
has 28 violins. 10 viols, 10 violin ‘cel 08, 
eight bass fiddles, besides several’ reWw 
instruments specially constructed to pre- 
duce the bewildering effects of Strauss 
new opera. There are, besides, ight 
drums of all kinds, tu pairs of casta- 
nets, a peal of béiis, two harps, a tam- 
bovrine, a tomtom, xylophone anda tri- 
anzle and six pairs of cymbals.

The Missouri Pacific, the Wabash and 
the Frisco railroads have announced 
that they will transfer, free of cost, ail 
cars of coal from the point at which 
they. are delfvered by the ‘Terminal 
Railroad to any consignee whose yard 
or factory is situated on their tracks. 
Heretofore a car delivered by the Term- 
inal Railroad to any of those roads 
has been subject*to a charge of from 
$2 to $5 for switching to its final destin- 
ation,‘in addition to the “‘arbitrary”’ im- 
posed by the Terminal Railroad. 


Mukes for Greater Tonnage. 


This volicy on the part of the three 
reads is predicted to work a revolution 
in the cost of manufacture in St. Louis, 
and to increase the tonnage of coal by 
the three lines which have adopted the 
plan. 

In 194 the total amount of coal com- 
ing to St. Louls was 4,500,000 tons, of 
which all but haif a million tons were 
euazect to a bridge arbitrary of 30 cents 
each.

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HAD PULL WITH POLICE 
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Pistol With Which She Killed 
Man Disappeared - After 
Woman’s Arrest,

information regarding police graft to

jury, returned last night from Jefferson 
City, where he had gone to interview 
Ollie Roberts, who is serving a 10 years’ 
sentence in the Penitentiary for mur- 
der. Police Commissioner Maroney will 
go to Jefferson City tomorrow to see the 
woman. 

Ollie Roberts for many years lived on 
Chestnut street, and was well known to 
the police as a panel worker. Though 
often arrested, she escaped serious pun: 
ishment unt!l arrested something more 
than two years ago for shooting a man. 

She was prosecuted by Mr. Maroney, 
at that time an assistant to Circuit At- 
torney Folk. When the case was called 
for trial it was discovered that the re- 
volver with which the murder had been 
done had disappeared. It had been in 
the hands of the police, but when want- 
ed at the trial no trace of it could be 
found. The absence of the weapon made 
the conviction of the woman extremely 
difficult and during the trial Mr. Ma- 
roney learned that Ollie Roberts had a 
strong pull with the police. 

When Mr. Maroney, as a Police Com- 
missioner, began investigating charges 
of graft, his mind at once reverted to the 
woman he had sent to the Penitentiary. 
It was said that she had kept a record 
while she was a “‘bad lands’’ character 
showing payments in money and valua- 
ble gifts that she had bestowed on po- 
licemen and detectives. 


Seeking Graft Record. 


Some of the men mentioned in this 
document are said to be still on the po- 
lice rolls, while others have been 
dropped, have died or resigned. The 
document is said to show clearly the 
amounts paid for protection, the dates 
and the men who réceived the money. 

Mr. Maroney communicated with Gov.

for the Post-Dispatch last night. ‘“‘She 
was glad to see me. I have known her 
for many years and we had a good talk, 
but I am not at liberty to say what we 
talked about, or whether she told me 
what I really wanted to find out. All 
I can say is that my trip was satisfac- 
tory.”’

He indulged 
in no threats of violence toward her, but, 
on the contrary, spoke in the most re- 
spectful and endearing terms.

But it must take 
place at our own home, and under prop- 
er conditions. 

“T told her not to yield to any threats 
of suicide, and that if she was in any 
need of it, I could have plenty of 
help around her in five minutes.’’

Mr. Busch says he could hear his 
daughter repeating to her companion 
the message, and that the result of the 
talk was that they fixed it up to return 
home by trolley car, leaving the horse 
and spider to be brought home next 
day. 

“I did not believe that the threat of 
the Lieutenant was in earnest,’ said 
Mr. Busch, “and since their return I 
have become quite sure it was only a 
bluff, which the young man, in his eag- 
erness, thought to be necessary in order 
to get my daughter to make up her 
mind to marry him. Nevertheless, I 
meant what I said.

The romance of a burglar whose mar- 
riage was frustrated by his former 
‘“pal,”’ his rival for the hand of the 
sanie girl, and who was arrested on 
intormation furnished by his comrade 
as he was wearing a stolen suit of 
clothing and was about to be married, 
was related by Sheriff Hedrick of Clark 
County, Illinvis, who arrived at Union 
Station late last night with Joseph 
Langley, whom he had arrested at Teb- 
bett’s, Callaway County, Mo., and was 
taking to Marshall, Lll., for trial.

START FROM SPITZBERGEN 





Explorers Expect to Land at 
- Destination in Less Than 
a Week. 


CHICAGO, Dec. ¥™.—“‘Build an aijir- 
ship, go find the North Pole and report 
by wireless telegraphy and submarine 
cables the progress of your efforts.”’

As an assistant on this daring ex- 

pedition Mr. Wellman will have the 
services of Alberto Santos-Dumont of 
Paris, who will have charge of the 
construction of the airship and will act 
as aeronautic director and pilot of the 
ship on its voyage toward the North 
Pole ; 
The airship, the order for which has 
been given, will be built by Louis God- 
ard of Paris, under the supervision of 
M. Santo-Dumont, and will be completed 
by the end of next April. No definite 
date has as yet been decided upon as 
to when the explorers will start on their 
journey, but it is expected that every- 
thing will be In readiness to get away 
next July or early in August. 


Start From Spitzbergen, 

After completion the airship will have 
several trials in or about Paris, and in 
June all the paraphernalia for the jour- 
ney will be assembled in Norway. Early 
in July headquarters will be established 
in Spitzbergen, where the explorers will 
awalt a favorable opportunity for the 
dash to the pole, which, according to 
Mr. Wellman, should the expedition 
meet with a good run of luck, be 
reached in less than a week. 

In agape nin | tonight his acceptance 
of the proposed expedition, Mr. Well- 
man said: “If T did not believe the 
chances of success were greater than 
those of fallure, I should not accept 
the commission. Mr. Noyes acted upon 
no sudden whim or impulse when he 
gave me the order to try and locate the 
much-sought north pole, as he had be- 
fore him a report which § had submit- 
ted to him as the outcome of two vis. 
its to the inner polar regions, of vears 
of study of the problem of the pole, of 
many months of special investigation of 
airship construction and navigation: the 
wind and climatic conditions to be en 
countered, and all the multitudinous 
mechanical and meteorological factors 
involved."’ 

Does Not Requide High Speed. 

“The problem of reaching the north 
pole by means of an airship does not 
require high speed, and the present 
state of the art of aerial navigation by 
gasbuoyed and motor-driven ships is am- 
ple for that purpose. From an easily 
reached base of operations in Norihern 
Spitzbergen, we have but 550 geograph- 
ical miles to go to the pole, and a like 
distance for the return voyage. If we 
take the whole at 1200 miles, it means 
but 100 hours of motoring at 12 miles an 
hour. Santos-Dumont has _ repeatedly 
made from 19 to 23 miles per hour with 
smal] airships, equipped with relatively 
small motors. 

“The airship in which we propose to 
attain the north pole will be the largest 
og ae e airship ever built.

Since the massacres of Red Sunday 
last January the Russian masses have 
traveled further on the road of freedom 
than in all the dreary years since the 
emancipation of the serf.

A year ago the Zem- 
stvoists of Tyer were sternly rebuked 
for presuming to petition the Czar to 
take counsel with his subjects through 
their chosen delegates.

No one can tell what the end will be. 
Rut even if the Czar, taking heart from 
the loyalty of his troops at Moscow, 
ventures again to try the experiment of 
reaction, Russia cannot again return to 
the same conditions as existed before 
the war. The people have shed too much 
blood in defense of their new political 
religion to submit to having the old 
Romanoff faith imposed upon them 
again. The meeting of the National As- 
sembly will mean the beginning of rep- 
resentative institutions in Russia. How 
much it will signify as the years go by 
will depend upon the people themselves.

In comparison with the growth of 
popular liberty in Russia the promise 
of -universal suffrage to Hungary and 
Austria, the setting of a separate and 
independent monarchy in Norway, and 
the suspension of the old relations un- 
der the Concordat between the French 
Republic and the Church of Rome, must 
seem like mere incidents in  parlia- 
mentary government. But Russia has 
turned her back squarely on the past. 
The war with Japan, with all its wan- 
ton waste and irreparable misery to 
the Russian people, gave them their op- 
portunity to strike at the autocracy in 
its European capital, where al! the 
armies of Japan could never have 
touched it.

In Ohio Roosevelt's plurality of 255,000 
was changed to a Democratic plurality 
of 42,00. Although Roosevelt carried 
Massachusetts by 92,000 in 194, Lodge’s 
stand-pat candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor wriggled through by a paltry 
2000 plurality, Gorman, the Democratic 
boss of Maryland, was rebuked at the 
polis. Odell, the Republican boss of New 
York, bas been ‘overthrown since the 
election. In almost every corner of the 
country there have been evidences of 
politica] revolution, 


Much of this discontent was produced 
by the appalling revelation of ilfe in- 
surance corruption, which the World 
was the first newspaper to expose and 
denounce.

The cotton and grain markets were 
scenes of excitement, with cotton fig- 
uring most extensively throughout 
and finishing at nearly the highest 
prices of the year after beginning at 
the lofvest; whercas wheat, highest in 
February, found a low level near the 
close after a rally from an extreme 
decline in the early summer. Cotton 
began the year at 7 cemts for middling 
uplands, but on successive reports of 
reduced acreage, bad Weather, heavy 
rains, fine consumptive demand, and 
later heavily reduced estimate of 
yields, rose by remarkable jumps, 
with some reactions, to 12.60 cents, 
the highest price being touched in 
December, following the Government 
estimate of 10,167,000 bales, contrast- 
ing with a commercial crop last year 
of 13,600,000 bales, and an actual 
yield of probably 14,100,000 bales.

The bulls, tempted by 
the strength of the cash demand, over- 
Stayed the market, and suffered defeat 
n the early slump of March, and the co1- 
lapse-of the May option in April. Cash 
wheat at Chicago touched $1.%, the 
highest point, in February; fell to 8i% 
cents in May, and receded further to 
777-8 cents. in August on good crop 
reports.

(ILLING NEGRG 


Official Charged With Murder 
for Shooting Man Who 
Attacked Woman. 


At the close of the preliminary hear- 
ing of Deputy Sheriff G. A. Bode of 
Clayton, charged with feloniously kill- 
ing Bob Taylor, 21 years old, colored, 
also of Clayton, held before Justice of 
the Peace Noerper of Luxembourg yes- 
terday, the Justice announced that he 
would reserve decision until Tuesday.

Liquidation of Speculative Cot- 
ton Holdings the Week’s 
Feature.

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—The Evening 


Post. devotes many pages today to re- 
viewing the various markets. In a 
summary it says: 

From various sections of the world 
more than W trained observers throw 
interesting light upon the undercurrents 
that have to be reckoned with in an 
accurate forecast of financial conditions. 
Perhaps the most striking impressivn 
made is the different tone of prediction 
in Europe and in the eastern communi- 
ties of the United States, from that of 
our own west and south. 

lauropean markets are cautious and 
more or less reserved in their forecasts 
for 1906; a!l lay stress on the Russian 
complication and the money stringency. 
The letters from our own interior mur- 
kets ignore both considerations, and 
have fixed their attention solely on the 
immense prosperity and profits of the 
tfade in progress in this country. 

To an extent, this situation resembles 
that presented by the sane corresipond- 
ents at the end of 1902, when Europe de- 
clared the American markets to be a 
danger point, and interior America de- 
clar that there was no danger in the 
outlook anywhere. Events of the en- 
suing year may be said to have proved 
that both were right and both wrong. 
It will be interesting, in the coming 
year, to recall this divergent prophecy. 
‘So far-as this country is concerned, 
the testimony to optimism is very 
strong. basing itself on the great in- 
dustrial revival and on expected con- 
tinuance of good times. The influence 
of the Eastern war in strengthening the 
export trade of the Pacific Coast, the 
prosperity of the South, and the grow- 
ing independence of the cotton planter 
and development in the West in the 
wealth contribution by the great crops, 
are noticed. 


Call Money at 25. 


Wall Street—Call money loaned on 
the Stock Exchange today at 25 per 
cent for a small amount; then de- 
clined to 6. These transactions were 


insignificant and were undoubtedly 
made by belated borrowers. It is the 
rule to make arrangements on Fri- 
day to carry over Sunday. The loans 
looked as if they had been made for 
the purpose of influencing sentiment, 
to make it appear that stringent rates 
are over and that next week it will be 
smooth sailing. 

Time money, during the week, was 
in greater demand. Borrowers, hith- 
erto, have been chiefily anxious to se- 
cure money for 30 and 60 days, but 
the very high rates for call money 
have stimulated the demand for long- 
er maturities also, and five and six 
months money was sought with some 
eagerness. Money was not plentiful, 
but some business was done. Rates 
were 6 per cent for all dates from 60 
days to six months, with a commis- 
sion in addition for the short dates, 
making the net rate 7 per cent or 
higher. 

Mercantile paper this weé@k was 
practically at a standstill. This con- 
dition was largely due to the high 
rates obtainable for money from day 
to day. Merchants have not issued 
paper freely, but have ¢btained funds 
from their banks. Rates were nem-~ 
inally 6 per cent and upwards for all 
varieties,

the jury. A cavity where the collar 
bone had been displaced in a railroad 
accident was revealed and the shoulder 
was hidden after the jury’s glance. ( 
The jury, upon retirement, spent most 
of their time deciding which of the 
defendant companies was at fault. 
The suit brought by Miss Reschar, 
whose home is in this city with her un- 
cle, Charles Dean at 532 Illinois avenue, 
was heard in the Louisville courts. 





Dec. 15, 1964, Miss Reschar was on a 
street car. At Fourteenth and Main 
streets, Louisville, her car was cross- 
ing the tracks owned by the Illinois 
Central when a caboose pushed by an 
engine and beionging to the Henderson 
Route came along, struck the street 
car squarely in the side and wrecked it. 
The gates for the crossing were not 
working and the IlHinois Central had a 
flagman, Peter Riley, on guard. It was 
in dispute whether he or J. H. Harda- 
esty, motorman, was to blame. Atrain 
had just passed leaving the motorman 
with the impression that the 
were clear. 

Miss Reschar was the most seriously 
hurt of the passengers. After she had 
been brought home she suffered a loss 
of memory, which she subsequently re- 
covered. But despite of the best at- 
tention, the collar bone and shoulder 
blade refused to knit, causing the drop 
in the symmetrical line of her shoul- 
ders that was the basis in the minds of 
the jurors for her heavy damages. The 
judgment was assessed at $4000 against 
the Illinois Central and $2000 against 
the Louisvilie City Railway. Miss 
Reschar is able to be at work again 
and seems to suffer little present in- 
convenience from her injuries, but 
whether the bone will subsequently

Texas Irrigation Commission 
Hopes to Reclaim Big 
Marsh Tract.

BEAUMONT, Tex., Dec. 30.—Surveyor 
LL. F. Daniels has ‘run the levels along 
the lands of the Beaumont Irrigation 
Co, in the vicinity of Pine Island to as- 
certain how much new. land is suitable 


to be watered from the company’s canal. 
The surveyor will make his report to 
the canal company and arrangements 
will be made for putting in several 
ae acres of virgin lands for next 
season. 

Chere is a movement on foot to char- 
ter a company and reclaim the exten- 
sive march lands to the north and west 
of Lawtons woods. The proposal is to 
dig a big drainage ditch to extend 
through the marsh, with a chain of lat- 
erals, and empty into Taylor’s Bayou. 
he ditch will be from eight to ten miles 
in length and wil! involve a large ex- 
penditure. Surveyors who have investi- 
sated the matter have made report that 
the construction of the drainage ditch 
would reclaim from 60,000 to 80,000 acres 
of marsh lands, which, when properly 
drained, would be suitable for rice cul- 
ture and would be rich and fertile lands.

Wall street treated the speculative 
yublic to a piece of high \financiering 
luring the week, when money loaned 
n call at 125 per cent, and securities 
dvyanced. 

The happening was the more remark- 
able when it is taken into consideration 
that securities are now at the high point 
on an advance that has extended nearly 
two years. It is doubtful if such an 
excessive rate can prevail again~ in 
years without bringing on a financial 
crash, and only the peculiar position 
into which the market has been pushed 
by Wall street interests prevented a 
crash at this time.

HOGS IN GOOD DEMAND 





Few Sheep Were Received and 
Demand Was Very 
Small, 


Last week was notable for small busi- 
ness in all branches of the livestock 
trade, owing to the intervention of the 
Christmas holidays. Receipts were cut 
smartly. The receipts of cattle at the 
six principal markets amounted to only 
131,700 head, as compared with about 
920,000 as an average run under normal 


conditions. 

The St. ltouis market had only about 
11,000 head, principally of native cattle, 
the Southern supply being very small. 
The market opened with a good demand 
Tuesday and buyers were out early for 
supplies, but the best of the beef offer- 
ings were a plain and rough kind of fat 
killers. Sume sales exhibited about a 
10¢c to 15c advance, but the general trend 
on the market was towards a strong 
basis. As the week progressed the sup- 





New York bankers practicaily cornered 


money rates to 18 per cent, forced vio- 
lent selling by scared holders, bought 
in the securities sold, and in two weeks 
the market had recovered almost to its 
original level. What a contrast to the 
action to the security’s market of this 
week, with money 123 per cent, and 
stocks strong and rising. 

Naturally there is a reason ‘for this 
week's market which moved contrary to 
all precedents. 

Had stocks been in the hands of the 
public extensively, temporary liquida- 
tion would have swept the country. 
But the public has not been speculat- 
ing.heavily and stocks are in the hands 
of strong pools and. financial interests. 
Hence no liquidation. ; 

How can stocks be held up by the in- 
terests in control with call money at 
12% per cent is a question that is being 
universally asked in financial circles. 
The answer is simple. 

Time funds at 6 per cent, are and 
have been, in liberal supply for months 
past. The pools operating in the stock 
market realizing that, on account of the 
heavy demands on the money market 
caused by the general prosperity in the 
country, that a temporary money 
-yueeze was.likely over the first of the 
year, borrowed large amounts of time 
funds. in antictpation of this contin- 
gency. 

These preparations placed them in 
such a position that they could tempor- 
arily ignore the call money rate at any 
figure, support their securities, show the 
outside holders that there was no need 
for alarm, and the consequence is, there 
is no violent Hquidation. Stocks stay 
up. Had the public been the bearers 
of the burden of securities, there would 
have been a different tale to tell. 

It does not necessarily follow because 
the week hag demonstrated that stocks 
are in strong hands, that the specu- 
lative situation technically is a healthy 
one, for Wall street has in the past 
few months reared a structure which 
required the most aggressive support to 
prevent its destruction. 

It does demonstrate, however, that 
the interests in control of prices are 
going to make another effort to get the 
speculative public in after the present 
period of money stringency has passed, 
and this is usually done by advancing 
prices. % ‘ 

With the passing of the New Year 
and the distribution of the January 
dividends, which will be in the neigh- 
borhood of $300,000,000, easier money 
rates should prevail, but the idea that 
exists in some quarters, that very low 
rates will result is erroneous. 
There are factors in the situation 
which assure almost to a certainty a 
6 to 8 per cent money rate for some 
time to come. For instance, the un- 
certainty surrounding the outcome ol 
the internal troubles. in Russia has 
caused foreign bankers, and especially 
those in France and Germany, where 
Russian securities are largely held, to 
fortify themselves against any unfavor- 
able developments which may arise. 
On this account money from abroad, 
whicu was usually available in times 
of distress like the present, cannot be

had, and cannot be counted on for some |! 


time to come, unless the Russian situa- 
tion undergoes a vast improvement, and 
confidence is restored in foreign bank- 
ing end financial circles. 

Again, there is no question but that 
the money stringency has been mate- 
rially influenced by the general pros- 
perous conditions that prevail through- 
out the country, and the many new in- 
dustrial enterprises requiring capital as 
the result of this prosperity. 

These new enterprises and the pros- 
perous conditions prevailing in the old 
require more capital than ever before 
in the history of the country. 

The enormous extension of credits in 
the stock market, and the _ increased 
amount of capital necessary to carry 
the burden of securities as they reach 
higher levels must be taken into con- 
sideration also, as it lessens to a ma- 
terial extent the possibility of extreme- 
ly low rates in the future.

Corn and Oats Show Only 
Minor Changes for 
the Week. 


No improvement in grain speculation 
was noticeable during the week and the 
daily price range was exceedingly nar- 
row. The domestic markets of the 
country are aii in the hands.of the pro- 
fessional traders, and until some factor 
of importance develops little more than 
a trading market, with small changes 
either way, may be éxpected. 

Armour's position in the Chicago mar- 
ket continues the unknown quantity in 
the equation, for while 1n some quarters 
it is confidently asserted that he has 
disposed of his line entirely, in other 
sources it is asserted that. he {fs still 
heavily long and confident of his former 
bull position. ‘the movement of the 
Chicago market in the near future, once 
it Starts, wiil probably be the indicator 
to follow for a considerable period. 

The Russian political situation re- 
mains a bullish factor at all times, and 
may at any moment assert itself. Rus- 
Sia 18 too important a factor in the 
world’s Wheat trade to permit of the 
devastation of a revolution to pass un- 
noticed in outside markets and the in- 
dications are that a, revolution will 
Shortly be a reality. 

Reports from the Argentine continue 
favorable and the harvest in that coun- 
try is being coumpieted most satisfac- 
torily. In our winter wheat country the 
excellent promise of the growing grain 
continues and such conditions have 
rarely if ever been equaled in midwin- 
ter. ‘ 

The lecal flour market continues dull 
and domestic buyers continue to take 
flour only as currently needed, and in 
many instances stocks are being re- 
duced on account of the annual stock- 
taking, which usually takes place early 
in the new year. As there are no in- 
dications of marked change fn market 
conditions before the close of the year, 
buyers are inclined to move slowly. 

Export business has almost come to a 
standstill, as the trade in Europe shows 
littie interest in the conditions prevail- 
ing here on account of the wide differ- 
ence between the prices bid there and 
those asked here. Sales are being made 
of small lots of low grade, of which 
there is little offered, or of special 
brands of patent. 

The Minneapolis flour output also de- 
week. The 
total turned out was 268,935, against 
261.740 a year ago. Fully one-half the 
milis are idle and this week’s output 
will be small again. Sales run below 
output. Shipping orders arriving indif- 
ferently. Outside mills also on holiday 
basis as to sales and output. 

The weather has remained favorable 
for corn and farmers were offering dur- 
ing. the week rather freely. A restric- 
tion in the movement owing to car 
shortage in certain sections, and a mod- 
erate cash demand, however, held prices 
comparatively steady. Oats were quiet 
in the face of a light speculative de- 


mand.

The ringing of bells, the blowing 
of whistles and the winding of tin horns 
on the streets go far back into history, but 
before the city has had time to realize what 
was happening, it has had the custom of 
confetti-throwing firmly fixed on it as part 
of its New Year festivities. As a custom, 
it means that everyone on the street is sup- 
posed to be on such intimate terms of good- 
fellowship with every one else, that no one 
will be surprised or displeased at having a 
shower of confetti thrown on him to cover 
his clothing from head to foot. If he likes 
it, he may join the passing group of confet- 
ti-throwers himself and if he is not sup- 
plied with material, borrow from them. 
Then he can give the next person they 
meet the same greeting he himself has re- 
ceived, to remind him that he ought not to 
feel he is among strangers at the begin- 
ning of a New Year. : 

The custom in St. Louis can be traced 
back only four or five years and it is only 
in the last two or three years that it has 
firmly fixed itself on the city. It is said to 
have originated at a New Year dinner in a 
eertain down-town restaurant. It came 
to St. Louis from -New Orleans, where 
+t has been one of the features of Mardi 
Gras. In New Orleans, it is a tradition 
from the way the Carnival is celebrated at 
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Rome, Venice and other cities of Southern 
Europe. There, antiquarians say, it goes 
back 2000 years to the way the slaves cel- 
ebrated the annual holiday on which the 
law allowed them to do as they pleased. 

One result is a St. Louis confetti factory 
which is intended to supply confetti to be 
thrown over the surface of the entire coun- 
try. Northern cities which have blown 
horns and made noise on New Year’s night, 
are likely to have the added advantage of 
confetti-throwing presented to them from 
St. Louis as the center of another great 
manufacturing industry. New York, Chi- 
eago, Cleveland, Buffalo, Philadelphia an 
Boston have not yet begun to suspect wha 
the future has in store for them in the way 
of novelty in-preparing for the New Year. 
They may like it or they may not. If they 
do like it, they will have the great advant- 
age of beginning each New Year by show- 
ing that they can. be good-natured under 
difficulties. When confetti-throwing be- 
gins, no one has a right to feel surprised at 
anything that happens on the street. He is 
expected- to take what comes and enjoy it. 
If he does not feel equal to this in a confet- 
ti-throwing city, he has one way to help 
it and, as far as has appeared up to the 
present, only one. He can go home and go 
to bed.

tended to war with God.” From this source we also learn that the Tower was meant to bid de-~ 

fiance not only to God, but to Abraham, who exhorted the builders to reverence. An elaboration” 
of this tradition is that “some among -hat sinful generation even wanted to war against God i 


Heaven. * * * They really believed they could wage war against the inhabitants of the Hea wf 
ens.” : 


A second tradition is that, fearful of another deluge, the people built the tower as a pillar wet ; 

According to Josephus 
and Pirke, it was mainly Nimrod who persuaded his contemporaries to build the Tower, while oth- : 
er sources assert that Nimrod separated from the builders. = 


There is general agreement that the Tower of Babel was in lower Babylonia, not far from the 
Euphrates. Two locations are given in the literature of the subject: (1) the ruins of Birs-Nam- 
rud at old Borsippa, ‘south of the site of old Babylon; and (2) the ruins within the cireuit of an- 
cient Babylon. In the first case Nebuchadnezzer tells how he repaired and finished a tower which 
| had been Jeft unfinished by # former king at a height of “42 ells.” This tower, dedicated to 

Nebo, was called E-zida, and consisted of seven Stages or stories. The conspicuous character of 
the present-day ruins of this tower has attracted attention since 1160, and many scholars believe 
they have found in these ruins the remains of the Tower of Babel. The latest expositor of ‘this 
/ view is John P. Peters. The second view is that the ruins of old Babylon included the famous 3 
Tower of Babel. The narrative in Genesis speaks of a city and a tower. and the cessation of labor 
1s mentioned with regard to the city only. The name Babel would most naturally connect this” 
event with Babylon. Nebuchadnezzar, too, states that he built and finished at Babylon, E-sag-ila, 
the dwelling of the god of gods, Marduk; and likewise the story-tower E-temen-an-ki, which, he 
says, in one of the cuneiform writings that he built anew, and adds, “E-zida, the lasting house, be- 
loved of Nebo, in Borsippa, I built anew.

He knows all about it if any body knows.” Still not 
even Harry O’Hayer knew he had a sixth sense. 
“You can do it yourself if you try,” he, too, insisted. 

His sixth sense is the “real thing,” however, and 
it operates as regularly as a ship chronometer. It 
enables him to feel with the nicest accuracy in ev- 
ery movement he makes when a hundred feet from 
the ground, just when a line drawn through his cen- 
ter of gravity to the exact center of the earth, falls 
between his feet. : 

This line to the center of the earth is called “the 
line of: direction,” and it moves with every blow he 
strikes in riveting, with every shifting of his body 
to the right or left. If, a single time of the hun- 
dreds of times a day he shifts backwards and for- 
wards, this line fell outside his feet, he would be 
at once in the most imminent danger of death. By 
watching him for 10 minutes or so the’ Professor of

A Mystery of Science 

EN now building “skyscrapers” in St. 

Louis do every day things that are 
pl astonishing when they are done by pro- 
fessional showmen on the slack rope. They 
work at the “dizziest heights” as if they were 
on the ground. They balance themselves from 
100 to 200 feet above the sidewalk, changing 
position constantly, where if they overbalanced 
an inch, it would be fatal. 

They cannot explain how they do it. No one 
lias ever explained it. They call it “steady 
nerve,” but it is something wholly different 
from “steady nerve” on the ground. 

Prof. Richard A. Proctor, the famous 4s- 
tronomer, studied the flight of birds and wrote 
a paper to prove that men can learn to fly 
as soon as they learn to balance in the air 
without being “flustered.” He believed that 
they might develop by practice the same in- 
stinct or “special sense” which enables 4 soar- 
ing bird to balance a thousand feet in the air 
without becoming dizzy. The men twho build 
“skyscrapers” now seem to be developing this 
instinct. ‘They forget the meaning of dizziness 
at the “dizziest heights.” If Prof. Proctor was 
right, the first man who learns to soar may be 
a structural ironworker, educated in the mod- 
ern skyscrapers. 











what has now become a trained instinct. It is a re- 
sult of habit which is in practice a “sense” of eyv- 
cry problem involved when an expert mathematician 
si.irts to caleulate the operations of gravity on 
eq cilibrium. 

All this makes no more difference to Harry O’Ha- 
ver than the fact that Dr. Fowler and the other 
phrenologists say he has in the front of his brain 
directly over each eye an “organ of balance” which 
enables him to walk the beams on the fifteenth 
story. Phrenology may or may not be a real science 
und he may or may not have a special department 
of his brain devoted to balancing, but he does the 
balancing at any rate and never knows how he 
does it. 

A look at him when he comes down to the side- 
walk for his dinner at noon goes a long way towards 
explaining why and how his mathematical sense of 
balance operates so perfectly without any special 
pains on his part to keep it working. Like most of 
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the Structural steel workers. he is #tatwart-. ad 
quiet. He has a face which shows that le does not 
iret; and muscles ‘which show that he has not de- 
veloped nervousness at the expense of sinéw. 

He is 36 vears old now. He was born in St. Louis. 
but he has been handling structural steel at all pos- 
sible heights from the Rio Grande to the Hudson. 
In this he is like his fellow workers whom he now 
superintends. They are not changéable. Each one 
of them has his “home city” to which he always re- 
turns, and they follow their work, which may take 
them now to San Francisco and now to New York. 

O’Haver’s work shows how the rest follow the sky 
scraper circuit. It teok him to Omaha to work on 
the new City Hall. Then he came back to St. Louis. 
After working at liome, he was called for on the 
Government building at KE] Paso, Tex., and went 
there. He pot through the work and came back 
home, but he had no time to settle down. The Wa- 
bash called for structural] steel experts on its bridges 
near Pittsburg, and he answered the call. He came 
home again, but they needed experts again in New 
York City on a 20-story “scraper” and he went 
where his work called him. Now he is home again, 
working with a force of other experts, whose homes 
may be in a dozen Siates.

Costa Rica, is the remarkable 
Poas. This is one of the volcanic 
mountains of the central chain, writes Albert 
Rudin in the Scientific American, and while not 
the highest among them, is beyond question one 
of the most interesting, picturesque and easily 
accessible. The degree of activity of the volcano 
varies from time to time, but since last April the 
frequency and violence of the eruptions have 
largely increased, and numbers of them have been 
clearly observed in San Jose. 

At an altitude of 8360 feet the traveler sud- 
denly and quite unexpectedly reaches the lip of 
the crater, and with an indefinable sensation of 
awe and wonder finds himself at the very brink of 
a vast, perpendicular-sided pit of seemingly re- 
cent origin, at the bottom of which lies a mo- 
tionless pool of yellowish water. 

The sense of deadly stillness and desolation is 
undisturbed by any indication of life. The almost 
vertical walls are devoid of even @ vestige of plant 
creation; not a bird wings its way through the 
air; the surface of the pool is without a ripple, 
and even the human voice sounds strange and in- 
congruous. 

Suddenly the silence is broken by @ great and 
startling underground rumbling, and a huge col 
umn of a dark colored liquid is thrown to a vast 
height from a spot near the center of the lake. 
The column ordinarily rises to a height varying 
from 250 to 500 feet. Almost instantly a vast 
sloud of vapor surrounds the column and rises to 
an immense height. 

The crater, which is conica] in form, has an ex- 
treme altitude of 8500 feet above sea level. Its 
upper diameter is about 3200 feet, and its depth 
about 1000, while the diameter of the lake approx- 
imates 1600. From time to time small columns 
of vapor curl upward from various points of its 
surface, and sometimes the frequency of these is 
so great that the entire lake resembles a boiling 
caldron. The walls of the crater are less steep at 
the south side, the point at which the traveler 
has approached it, and only from here is the de- 
scent to the bottom possible.

How It Feels to Be Hooked, and What One Can Do About It

HAVE been in the water so much that I have naturally gotten, to some extent,

THRILLING 


HERE are probably few sportsmen now jn 
Seotland who.are able. like King Edward, 
to look back on half a century of deer stalk- 


Indeed, long before 


serving his apprenticeship to tracking that most 
eoy and elusive of animals under the eye of his 
father, the Prince Consort, who was an enthusiastic 
and skillful deer stalker. 

It was not long, however, before the young Prince 
proved himself his father’s superior, for he quickly 
surpassed him as a deadly shot, and stories are 
still told in Highland cottages of his early feats ot 
marksmanship. On one occasion in the Forest 
Mar—one of the two largest forests in Great Brit- 
ain, extending .as it does over 80,000 acres of cleared 
ground—no fewer than seven splendid stags fell to 
his gun, some of them being brought down by what 
seemed impossible shots; and on another occasion 


ot 


he secured five stags with six consecutive bullets, 
in one case the head of the animal alone being vis 
ible over a rock nearly a quarter of a mile away. 
Later, when shooting with Lord Tankerville at Chil. 
lingham Park, he laid low the “king of the herd” of 
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wild cattle with his first shot. 

His experience of stag hunting in France has not 
been equally happy, for its story containg one inci- 
dent that might easily have been a tragedy. Dur- 
ing his visit in 1868, with the Princess of Wales. 
to the Court of Napoleon III, a grand stag hunt was 
organized in the Forest of Compiegne. The inci- 
dent is thus graphically described by an eye wit- 
ness: “The pace had become very fast, but of course 
it was all mere child’s play to the Prince, who had 
often ridden to hounds at home. Thus, with the 
ease of an experienced horseman, he rode well in 
the van of that keen gallop between the lofty col. 
Three frightened red deer sud- 
shot out, bounding diagonally across the 
Prinee’s path. The first two cleared him, but the 
last—a big fellow in a dreadful state of panic, 
crashed against Marignan, his horse, striking him on 
the shoulder and eutting him clean off his legs. The 
Prince of Wales took a long flying leap, Marignan 
fell, sprang up and bolted after the buck, while a 
great shout arose on every side. ‘What a misfor- 
tune! The Prince is injured! He is killed!’
